That would involve an­ 
nual defense budgets of $50 billion, $60 
billion, or even more with correspondingly 
high taxes.

It was an English U nitarian layman, Sir 
John Bow ling, who w rote the w ell-know n 
hymn, “ In the Cross of Christ I Glory',” a 
hym n that has long outlived his death in 
1872. 
Sir John w as a very rem arkable man, 
w-hose official life in the service

dux conception of the m etaphysical na­ 
tu re of Jesus, but w'ho responded in vital 
faith to the Jesus of the Cross, the eternal 
C hrist. 
One might m editate, 
too, 
upon 
the 
hym nbooks in which Sir Jo h n ’s hym n ap­ 
pears, and on the congregations by which 
it is sung. Here in the hym nbooks is the 
British Empire seem ed in various ways at great symposium of faith and life. Those 
variance, as someone has recently pointed , w ho sing, “In the Cross of C hrist I Glory,” 
out, with the C hristian expression of his sing equally the hymn of the Rom an Cath- 
hymn.

W hat does it mean to glory in Christ's 
Cross? Some glory in it as som ething ex ­ 
ternal to themselves.

It is som ething done for them : not a sym ­ 
bol of a cross that they them selves bear 
and share. 
Really to glory in the Cross of Christ is 
to be bound by that cross to Him.

"The city got its handsome Municipal Building (housing city offices and an auditorium) 
by disposing of its municipally-owned gas and electric utilities. The receipts built the 
building, retired the bonded debt, cut taxes, and built up a financial reserve."

Lumberjack Of Yore Was A Rougl 
Fellow But Times Have Changed 


By J. R. LOWELL 
Ranks of the lumberjacks of 
the old school are thinning out 
very rapidly. While it is true that 
a large segment of Upper Michi­ 
gan’s employable men are engaged 
in woods work — some of whom 
even work in logging camps—they 
are not, in the true sense, the 
lumberjack that the pineries knew 
so well on or before the turn of 
the century. 
Rangy in build, powerfully mus­ 
cled and picturesquely garbed, the 
old time lumberjack let glamor 
to the region and times in which 
he lived. Current literature hasn’t 
been too kindly in its delineation 
of him. He has almost invariably j 
been pictured as a liquor-crazed,I 
roistering giant, given to quarrel­ 
ing and fighting and as primative 
in his lusts as any barnyard crea­ 
ture. One writer, exploiting Up­ 
per Michigan and its people, even 
went so far as to say he was a j 
fellow “with a million dollar body 
and a ten cent brain.”
